Big Crops Don't Always Moan 
Big Packs for Civilians 

Tlie fitrinfira of liii^ nuinlry arc dning n grenl jcli. 

I'eits arc n gnod exiuriplc. Tlie acreage of gieen peas 
fiwn fi*r process inp in 191-! is estimntt-d at -18% moro 
tlian the five ycnr pre-wnr averngc. 

Mnny peoplr fr«'l »ew« like ihis iik'hiia our 
ciiiincd food truiihleti nrc over. This inn't true. 

One reaf.nn is ihe wenllier. We liar! n ]n1e spring with 
rains nnil flnoiia. I'kmling was lale and rpplunting wns 
crowded into a few .^liort weeks. 

Coraplirulinfi our iiroblciu vvas die shortage cif cx- 
pt:rienced workers. 

Peas must lie cjinncd al one rerlnin stage in their 
d(!veliipincnt to produce a i[iialily jinck. Tliis ycnr, tlie 
[ii'a crop inaliircd much faster llian usual — nntl ww 
Blnrtetl our Del Monle pen opcrntiona witli n stnff of 
rcgiilnr field and cnnnury workers 30% below normnl. 

One tiling dial saved tlie day for us on peas was tho 
palriiitic help of hundreds of citizens nf DeKalli nnd 
Hdchellc, Illinois; Sleepy Eye anil Wells, Minnesota; 
Arlitiginn, Wiscoiit^in; Ogdcn, Sniilhfield and Spanish 
Fork, Utah; Frnnklin, Idaho; nnd Toppenish, Wash- 
ington. Among them were liotisewivcs, office workers, 
puhlic nflicinls — ninny of whom had never eel foot in 
a cannery- before. 

With everybody pulling together, we were 
nhle to ran 50% more ihnn our avcroge pre- 
wnr pack. But militnry needs have grown, 

Last year, every member of ihc induilry turned over 
tnihe government 20% of its pack of canned peas.This 
year, Ihe government will require double thai amount. 
So despite all the fine news about crops and packs, lliero 
probably will be fewer canned peas for civilians. 

The han'cst of green beans and com is not com- 
pleled. Wcallier is always a tremendous haiard with 
any vegetable crop, It look.i today as if there would be 
plenty of siring beans. There is some danger that con- 
tinued dry wealhcr will affect tlic com crop. Bui even 
if il doesn't the best wc can hope for is a civilian sup- 
ply of com somewhal less jhan lad year's. 

Tnmnlocs arc only beginning lo ripen. Present pros- 
pects are for a pack as large as last year's. But the 
amount going into civilian distribution will he consid- 
erably less. 

In short, llie vegetable outlook is not promising. 

What About the Outlook on Conned Fruit? 

Canned fruit Is one of the most popular foods with 
the armed forces. - The 'govemmenl is reserving the 
equivalent of better than two-thirds of Ihe pack — a 
material increase over last year't miuircmcnts. ■ 

This entire amount must be eel nnide for 
the armed forces before civilian! can 



single ran or Jar. And rightly— for what good 
American would dfiny a serviceman first call 
on tbc food be needs? 

The canned fruit siliiiition has one bright spot. A 
Ininiper crop of apriwits produced n good supply for 
civilians — despite manpower shortngea and larger 
government requirements. 

Hut Ibe pear crop is short — meaning considerably 
fewer canned pears for us al hnme. We will hnvo less 
canned pineapple on niir tables, loo. 

Tliere are two big "its'" in this year's sizable peach 
crop — weather nnd manpower. A hot spell could ripen 
peaches su fust thai wn couldn't find enough workers 
to handle ihem. Widi Uncle Sam needing more than 
last year it looks (even with good weather) like defi- 
nilcly fewer peaches fnr the home front. 

Fruit corklail? Canner.s hope to "put up" even more 
tlinn last year. But quotas for our fighters have grown 
Btil! faster. Again, this means less al your grocer's. 

So, it should be clear lhal lliere simply can't he a 
f mil pack hig enough lo leave a normal supply of fniil 
for civilians, after increased military needs arc met.
